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- Wood-Pulp M ach ine. 





An improvement in pulp-grinders, or ma- 
chines for converting wood into paper pulp, is 
illustrated in the drawing, Figure 1 being a plan 
view and Fig. 2 a vertical sectional view of the 
machine. 

A represents the cylindrical casing of the pulp 
grinder, which is provided with transverse bear- 
ings B for a vertical shaft or stem, C, carrying 
the grinding cylinder or wheel D. The rim of 
the latter is convex in cross-section. The main 
casing A is provided with radiating chutes, hop- 
pers, or boxes E, four in number, more or less, 
and provided with sliding covers F and follow- 
ers G, having toothed stems or racks H_ project- 
ing through the ends of the boxes. Suitable 
mechanism is provided for feeding the followers 
simultaneously and evenly toward the grinding 
wheel. The latter is made preferably of cast- 
iron, and is coated with emery or other suitable 
grinding substance. In operation the blocks 
or logs to be ground are placed in the 
boxes or hoppers and fed by the fol- 
lowers toward the grinding wheel or disk, 
by which they are macerated and groftind 
into a suitable paste or pulp for the manufacture 
of paper. The peculiar formation or construc- 
tion of the rim of the grinding wheel or disk, 
which, being convex, grinds the wooden blocks 
in a double-concave or scoop form, thus break- 
ing or macerating all of the fibres, and conse- 
quently enabling the pulp to be utilized for finer 
grades of paper than has heretofore been possi- 
ble, and causing a great saving in wood and

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An English Paper Making Device. 





An English improvement in apparatus for con- 
tinuous paper or board making, or for drying, 
reeling and cutting the same is thus described : 

The board pulp is led between two traveling 
machine wires, over or through rollers of large 
diameter, and after the pulp is set the traveling 
wires that then receive it are placed out of the 
level transversely or longitudinally, or both, 
for leading off the water or combining liquid 
from the pulp or board; or pipes having lips of 
a peculiar shape are introduced where the water 
or fluid accumulates, through which it is drawn 
off by suction or driven off by blasts of air, or 
elastic sweepers are worked across the wires for 
this purpose. The sheet is then led through a 
drying machine in a hot chamber, between 
wires or hot felts or heated plates or surfaces, 
or streams of desiccated air are introduced by 
blast or otherwise to absorb and take off the 
moisture gradually, without injuring the board 
by violent heat. 

The drying cylinders or heated rollers em- 
ployed are of extra large diameter, built up of 
iron segments, surfaced and fastened together 
on the inside, and of such sectional area that 
when fitted together the metal is of equal thick- 
ness, and will have equal expansion when 
heated, and give an equal drying of the boards ; 
or, instead of large hot cylinders, a series of 
small ones are placed round and adjacent to a 
circular frame of radius large enough so as not 
to crack or break the board or injure it as it 
passes over the circle. The cylinders or rolls 
may have strips (of wood) fastened upon them at 
irregular distances apart over which the board 
travels, so as not to mark and scorch the boards 
nor dry them irregularly. Paper made on this 
machine may be dried in the same manner, or 
by ordinary cylinders or air-drums. 

After being dried, the board or paper is slit 
by slitters or circular knives or saws running at 
higher speed than the board, and cross cut at the 
same time by heavy cross-cut knives con- 
tinuously as being made, and the appa- 
ratus used for this purpose can, with certain 
modifications, be also used for cutting widths, 
webs, or ribbons of paper and other fibrous 
material. For cutting purpuses the inventor 
uses a roller of the length of the width of the 
web, made upof ferrules as short as the required 
widths, which ferrules are bored out accurately 
and fitted upon a spindle. Between each of 
them is a circular knife or saw for dividing the 
paper into the required widths. 

The wide web from the primary wide reel or 
from the paper-making machine is rewound 
upon a spindle having suitable bobbins thereon, 
of the same lengths as the ferrules described. 
A few revolutions of this spindle winds on 







enough of the web to begin with, and the slitting 
roller, having the circular cutters upon it, is 
lowered upon or placed against it and driven by 
frictional contact or otherwise, so that as the 
reels increase in diameter a roller presses against 
them and keeps the webs hard and even, while 
the circular cutters continue to slit the paper. 
The webs can afterward be separated, and being 
wound on suitable bobbins, will be ready to be 
again hung truly on their respective working 
spindles, and unwound evenly by the bag-mak- 
ing, printing or other machine for which they 


are required.

Wood-Grinder. 


An improvement in wood-grinders has the 
grinding cylinders, rolls or plates made up of a 
number of small blocks of abrading material of 
any symmetrical shape, so that they will fit 
closely together, making a kind of mosaic sur- 
face. The blocks are perhaps most conveniently 
made about the shape and size of a brick, and 
are laid together as in ordinary brick-laying, so 
as to break joints. The small blocks or pieces 
are united to form a grinder by any suitable 
means, as in the case of a cylinder they may 
be dovetailed into the core or mandrel around 
which the grinder is formed, or in case of 
a plate or disk into the supporting frame or 
base. The advantages of this construction 
are that the small blocks, bars or pieces can 
be more easily constructed, more solidly 
tamped and less liable to contain imperfec- 
tions than where the grinder is made in one 
piece, or in several large pieces, as in the 
ease of the several forms of sectional 
grinders heretofore patented by me. More- 
over, in case of breakage of a single piece it 





new block. In order to 
perfectly water-proof, the blocks are ce- 
mented together. 

The blocks may be of any desired abrad- 
ing material—such as emery, corundum, 
quartz, flint, metallic crystals, and the like 
—reduced to the required degree of fineness 
and united in a solid mass by means of 
water-proof cement or other suitable com- 
position. A mixture of boiled linseed-oil, 
japan, marine glue, with or without earthy 
pigments, and silicates may be used for this 
purpose; or any of the well-known cement- 
ing compounds employed in the manufacture 
of emery grinders may be used instead. The 
abrading particles, being thoroughly incor- 
porated with the cement,are tamped and com- 
pressed in molds of the shape desired and dried 
in the air or by artificial heat. Where the mass 
contains vitrifiable substance the whole may be 
baked until vitrified. 

The shape of the blocks or pieces is not mate- 
rial. They may all be square, rectangular, 
hexagonal, or other symmetrical and uniform 
shape ; or they may be of different shape, pro- 
vided the adjacent faces are made to correspond, 
so that they can be laid compactly with tight 
joints. Greater solidity is insured and the sur- 
face of the grinder is rendered perfectly 
water-proof by filling the joints between the 
several blocks with a suitable water-proof 
cement, 





In a grinder so constructed the wood is said to 
be worn away evenly, there being no breaks or 
continuous cracks in the abrading-surface, and 
the several parts of the grinder, being of small 
size, can be thoroughly compacted, and are 
claimed to be of greater strength and durability 
and less liable to contain flaws than where the 
abrading material is compacted in masses of 
large size. The breakage, moreover, of one of 
the blocks would not effect the whole grinder, 
as it can readily be removed and a new piece 
substituted. 


Instead of constructing the grinder in the 
manner described, alternate rows of blocks may 
be held between iron bars running lengthwise of 
the cylinder or roll ; or other modifications may 
be made in the construction of the grinder and 
other details of the invention. 

As the medium for uniting the particles of 
abrading material, various compounds or mix- 
tures for that purpose may be used; or the com- 
pound known as “ French cement,” composed of 
metallic oxide with a solution of metallic chlo- 
ride—such as zinc or magnesium—may be em- 
ployed ; or the particles of abrading material 
may be compacted by means of rubber vulcan- 
ized, asin the substance known as ‘‘ emery vul- 
canite;” or “celluloid” may be employed as 
the binding medium; or to the compound of oil, 
japan, and marine glue above specified may be 
added other ingredients, such as metallic oxides, 
resins, silicates, sulphur, rubber, celluloid, or 
oily or gummy matters generally, whether veg- 
etable or mineral. The claim is for a grinding 
surface composed of artificial blocks and laid so 
as to break joints.

fectly true. They require about a third more 
width of face than would be necessary if belts 
were used. From numerous experiments which 
have been made, the conclusion has been reached 
that a pulley of 20 inches face would success- 
fully transmit fifty horse-power without undue 
heating or wearing. One of the many advan- 
tages of friction pulleys is a saving of expense 
in providing belts and loose pulleys. The pul- 
leys are brought into contact by means of a 
movable bearing operated by a lever the width 
of one from the other necessary for this purpose 
being less than an eighth of an inch, and the 
operation of stopping or putting in motion does 
not exceed a second of time. The rim of the 
wheel is generally built by laying the first tier 
of segments, making a complete wheel of the 
thickness of the plank flat upon the bench, and 
placing the other layers successively upon this, 
and then breaking joints and crossing the grain. 
The layers should be secured to each other by 
wrought nails, with glue or white lead laid be- 
tween them. When the rim is complete, mor- 
tises or gains are made to receive the pads of the 
spider at the end of the radial arms, these gains 
being somewhat larger than the pads, and the 
space thus given being filled by the inter- 
section of keys, one on each side of the 
pad, entering from opposite directions and 
overlapping each other the whole length of 
the pad. Bolts are also inserted, passing 
through the pad in a radial direction, with 
countersinking on the face of the pulley, and 
a nut on the inner end ; this countersinking 
is afterward filled by plugging over the 
head of the bolt. 

The wood used for friction pulleys should 
be well seasoned. The depth of the wooden 
rim for pulleys of four feet diameter and up- 
ward should be six or eight inches, while for 
“these of less than four feet in diameter, four 
inches is sufficient. If the face exceeds 
eighteen inches, two iron spiders should 
be used, and there should be, ordinarily, as 
many inches face as the number of horse- 
power to be transmitted. Although it is 
said that a 20-inch face transmitted 50 horse- 
power, this seems to be too much of a 
tax upon the durability and capacity of the 
pulley. The utmost precision is necessary in 
the manufacture of the pulleys in order to 
be successful in their employment. They 
must be turned true, properly balanced, 
and set in the most thorough manner, as 
any neglect in the smallest detail will greatly 
impair its efficiency. 

It may be supposed that roughness of the 
two surfaces in contact is necessary to obtain the 
greatest traction. This is a mistake. Rough- 
ness isa drawback, whether the friction is that 
of a belt upon a pulley or two wheels together. 
The amount of power transmitted in either case 
depends solely upon the pressure exerted and the 
velocity; but in transmitting a large amount of 
power it is necessary to use belts of sufficient 
width, or friction pulleys of adequate size and 
strength to endure the tension or pressure ap- 
plied to them.

Friction Gearing in Mills. 





There should be a great deal more attention 
paid to friction gearing, as it has many advan- 
tages, under certain circumstances, to over 
either tooth-gearing or belting. No power is 
wasted by friction, the friction itself being the 
means used to transmit the power. The “ pul- 
leys,” as they are erroneously called, are made 
of well-seasoned wood, and must be turned out 
perfectly true to avoida jar. Their faces can 
be beveled, so as to transmit power at right 
angles or at any other angle desired. The boxes 
and journals do not heat to any great extent by 
the friction caused by the pressure of contact. 
As this can be avoided and the pressure made 
uniform by an idle pulley, to counteract the 
pressure on the opposite side, which cannot be 
done when a belt is used. There is always a jar 
in cog gearing, no matter how accurately the 
construction may be, but this is entirely avoided 
n friction gearing, because there is a continuous 
contact of the two surfaces, and the wearing is 
equal all around each pulley, and, consequently, 
there must be an evenness of motion. 

There is one further advantage which is

greater than all others. Backlash is entirely 
avoided, as the influence of the prime motor is 
entirely severed by disengaging the driving 
pulley from the driven. The driving pulley is 
generally of wood and the driven pulleys of 
iron, the latter being more durable, less friction 
being wasted in case of a sudden stoppage or in- 
terruption of the shaft. The driven wheel, if of 
wood, would, in case of any accident, be ground 
off in an injurious manner by the continued 
revolution of the driver.

of hydrogen.” 

The theory of the decomposition of the lubri- 
cants used for the cylinders and slides of engines 
was investigated. It has been maintained that 
the resulting fatty acids dissolve the brass with 
which they come in contact, and passing into 
the boiler, convert the water into a solution of 
copper, which acts chemico-galvanically or elec- 
tro-chemically, upon the water and the iron, 
causing corrosion. This, like the preceding 
theories, was disproved by Mr. Norris, who then 
considered the theory of oxidation by the pres- 
ence of free oxygen in the water, derived from 
the atmosphere, which he, the author, consid- 
ered to be the true one, remarking, “‘the more 
closely it is examined the more convincing does 
it, in the writer’s opinion, become, and, more- 
over, it affords an answer to all the results ob- 
served in practice,” 

The nature of the elements, air and water, 
were defined in the following language: ‘‘ Water 
in its pure state is a compound of oxygen and 
hydrogen, formed by the union of one volume 
of oxygen with two volumes of hydrogen, the 
two gases being chemically combined, and form- 
ing an entirely new substance, a neutral liquid, 
not retaining any of the distinctive properties 
of either gas from which it is produced, or able 
tou exercise the functions peculiar to either gas 
without decomposition. It is incapable of com- 
bining with the metals, although it does so with 
some of their oxides and salts. By some metals 
it is rapidly decomposed, while it oxidizes others 
by the aid of atmospheric air, even at the nat- 
ural temperature. It isa very powerful solvent, 
liquefying alike both solids and gases, but has 
no effect on iron except when holding free oxy- 
gen in solution, when it becomes a powerful 
oxidizing agent, and, as a general rule, the 
more oxygen it holds in solution the more rapid- 
ly does it rust or corrode iron, such corrosion 
being accelerated by increase of temperature, 
as well as by the presence of dissolved carbonic 
acid. 

‘Atmospheric air consists of a mixture of oxy- 
gen and nitrogen gases, in the proportion in one 
hundred volumes of

These gases as composing air are simply me- 
chanically mixed together, and not in any way 
combined, but each is in its free and natural 
state, retaining all its properties unaltered and 
exercising separately and independently its own 
peculiar functions. Air also holds ammonia and 
carbonic acid; the former is perhaps of but little 
moment to the subject under consideration ; the 
latter, however, plays an important part, and 
although it appears to exist in the atmosphere 
in no definite proportion, averaging only about 
one in 2,500 parts, it is comparatively very sol- 
uble in water. 

‘*Such, then, are the constituent parts and 
properties of the elements with which we have 
to deal, and it is in the power of water to cor- 
rode iron by the aid of oxygen derived from the 
atmosphere, and accelerated by high tempera- 
ture, to which the rapid deterioration of boilers 
must be ascribed.” 

The arguments of the author of the paper are 
supported by tests and data for which THE 
JOURNAL has not space. Mr. Norris, in conclu- 
sion, remarked that ‘‘ the study of this subject 
points to the remedy for the evil being to supply 
the boilers with water free from air or gases in 
solution, and as oil or grease within a boiler can 
do no good, they should be kept out ; if this was 
done boilers would, doubtless, last very much 


longer, and be more profitable to their owners.”

The company has one of 
Black & Clawson’s 72-inch machines, with ten 
dryers and double cylinder, which’ occupies a 
space of 92 feet. There are three rag engines, 
the capacity of each being 1,000 pounds, from 
Stout, Mills & Temple, Dayton, Ohio, which are 
doing the best of work. There are two auto- 
matic cut-off engines, made by the Buckeye En- 
gine Works, Salem, Ohio, the larger one being 
100, and the smaller one 30 horse-power. From 
the four bleaching tubs, which are each 12x15 
feet, the stock is raised on false bottoms, and 
carried on a traveling crane, which is supported 
by twenty posts, 10x30 each, and thrown on a 
link belt or chain, and carried to within a few 
feet of the beaters. The car runs on a track 
overhead which is made of timbers 10x16. 
This was constructed by Cunningham & Tem- 
ple, of Lafayette. Many valuable suggestions 
came from Tyler Ryan, foreman at Louis 
Snider’s Sons’ mills, Hamilton, Ohio, regarding 
this bleaching arrangement. The water is ob- 
tained from springs which are on the grounds, 
and it is as clear as crystal. The company is 
now manufacturing rag wrapping, and will 
soon add to its list straw, No. 2 manilla, ex- 
press and white tea papers.

Covered Pulleys for Belting. 








In driving machinery which makes a great 
number of revolutions per minute, it is often 


necessary to have comparatively small pulleys, | 
and as for very high speeds the belt should be | 


light and thin as possible, some means of getting 


greater adhesion between the belt and pulley are | 


required. To draw the belt very tight will not 
answer, as that means both straining the belt 
and putting a great pressure on the bearings 
next to the pulleys. To usea tightening pulley 
to increase the ‘‘ arc of contact ” is an awkward 
and troublesome expedient, as most who try it 
will find, even at low speed of belt, and one that 
causes friction and frequently destroys the belt. 
One of the best means of increasing the friction 
is to cover the iron pulley with some substance 
which will cause a greater friction between the 
surfaces of the belt and pulley. Wooden pulleys 
are sometimes used, but as they are apt to split 
or get out of truth, they are not so reliable. 

A very good plan is to make an endless band 
of rubber belting, and draw it tightly over the 
pulley; the friction between it and the pulley 
being round the whole circle of the pulley, will 
always be greater than can well be got between 
the driving belt and the new face pulley made 
by the rubber. 

Another plan, and one often much more con- 
venient, is to cover the pulley with leather. A 
good way to do this is to bore a number of 
holes around the circumference of the pulley 
and drive hardwood wedges in these, then tack 


on any old belting or strips of leather of nearly | 


uniform thickness. Having done this, put the 
pulley in a lathe and turn up the leather 
face carefully, but with a rough surface, and 
then cement or giue on an ther coating of 
new leather all in one piece; if possible, the 
joint had better be scarfed, and wooden pins 
may be driven through the leather, so as to fas- 
ten the whole together. This method has been 
successfully done even with large pulleys. In 
one instance, where a belt 22 inches wide was 
running on a pulley about 40 inches diameter, 
and required a tightening pulley to prevent 
it from slipping, and had frequently bro- 
ken, the pulley was covered with leather 


in the manner described, with the result that | 


the tightening pulley was dispensed with, 
and a new belt gave no further trouble, driving 
the machinery without any appreciable slip. 
The original belt had only been in use a few 
months, but was found quite brittle from over- 
straining, and broke short off across its whole 
width, the elasticity apparently being all ex- 
hausted. 


It may appear a little troublesome to cover the 
pulleys, but once well done it is a permanent | 


job and makes a great improvement in the wear 
and tear of the belt.—Mechanical News.

| THE PAPER MARKET.—The paper market 
| has developed no new feature this week. Busi- 
ness with the city trade continues at about the 
usual midsummer proportions, and although 


stocks of most grades in the hands of dealers | 


may be growing excessive, prices are sustained 
with the expectation that the demand in the fall 
will be sufficiently extended to absorb all of the 
| surplus on the market. Manufacturers, as a 
general thing, continue well supplied with orders, 
and it is only the exception, and not the rule, 
where prices are cut very low in order to afford 
constant employment for their mills during the 
| remainder of the summer. The straw wrapping 
manufacturers met at Albany on Tuesday, but 
the representation at the meeting fell short of 
80 per cent. of the total production, and nothing 
was effected beyond an informal understanding 
to close down the mills during a portion of this 
and next month. 


| JUTE BUTTS.—The demand has been mod- 
| erate, with values firm. Paper Butts, which 
were freely offered last week at 2!jc., have 
been held at 2 9-16c. and upward this week, the 
better feeling being due to the stiffening in 
| freights caused by the Egyptian difficulty. Sales 
embrace 1,000 bales paper quality at 24@ 
2 9-16¢., cash and time, and 1,500 bales spinning 
Butts at 2%@3c., all on spot, nothing being re- 
ported in futures. 

| WOOD PULP.—There is still an easy feeling 
in the market for Mechanical Wood Pulp, with 
Spruce Ground Wood quoted within the range 
| of 244@2%c., and Poplar do. do. very dull at 11¢ 
@2c. Manufacturers of Chemical Fibre, as a 
general thing, have few contracts to fill, and 
consumers experience no difficulty in getting 
stock at low prices. We quote 4°{@5c. for 
Bleached, and 33{@4c. for unbleached, accord- 
ing to quantity and quality. 

FOREIGN RAGS AND PAPER STOCK.— 
As far as new transactions go, business this week 
has been very limited, and pending this condi- 
tion of the market, values remain nominally un- 
changed. Consumers continue to buy very 
sparingly, and only such lots as they require for 
early use, not anticipating their wants very far 
ahead. The Egyptian difficulty has had very 
little effect on this market as yet, although a 
| stiffening in freight rates is anticipated if the 
| trouble is not adjusted very soon. Among the

The forty-second anniversary of the Station 
ers’ and Paper Manufacturers’ Provident Soci 
ety, London, was held on Friday, June 25, at 
the Albion Hotel, Aldersgate street, E. C., 
there was a goodly gathering of the trade. 


when 

Fol- 
lowing is a report of the proceedings from Paper 
Making: 

It may be well to define the objects of this 
society. The main purpose is the establishment 
of a permanent fund for the assistance of mem- 
bers when in distressed circumstances, and for 
the relief of the widows and orphans of mem 
bers. One great advantage of this society is its 
economical management, whereby large sums 
are yearly distributed among the needy. When 
can we so appreciate comfort as in our declin- 
ing years, when perhaps a little timely aid is 
the means of prolonging life and making the 
last lingering burden more easy to bear? This 
the society does and has done, and it is our duty, 
each and all of us, to support so good an under- 
taking. 

And now is the time to act. While youth 
with all its resources can enable men to earn 
the most, it behooves them to lay by a store 
that shall avail when the decay of old age 
creeps upon them. This society offers to young 
members of the trade a certainty, not a mere 
speculation. A business-like committee manage 
the affairs and decide upon all matters with im- 
partiality and judgment. There is no favorit- 
ism, but the one grand object of the society can 
be expressed in these words: ‘“‘ Young men, be 
provident and be careful, and we will help 
you.” 

It is not our intention to go into details. All 
we wish to impress upon the trade is the genu- 
ine character of this society, and to remove all 
idea that it is founded upon what are known as 
“benefit” principles. For all further informa- 
tion and rules of the society intending members 
must apply to the honorary secretary, F. West, 
66 Cannon street, who takes a pleasure in for- | 
warding the interests of the society in any way | 
he can, and who will give all details needful. 


With this brief introduction we pass on to the 
dinner given on the evening of the 23d ult., at 
the Albion, and which was tolerably well at- | 
tended. The chair was well and ably filled by 
Col. George McCorquodale, High Sheriff of Lan- 
cashire, who was supported by G. F. McCorquo- | 
dale, J. Wighton, A. C. McCorquodale, D. Cul- | 
ross, G. W. Smythe, T. C. Bockenham, George 
Chater, Sr., C. Millington, Frank Green, C. L. 
and W. 8S. Millington, &c. We also observed |

A good menu was provided, and C. Steadman 
provided capital music, which frequently ex- 
cited the enthusiasm of the audience. Shortly 
after grace had been sung, the chairman in 
felicitous terms proposed the Royal toasts, which | 
were as usual, and especially among our trade, 
warmly received. In proposing the ‘‘ Army, 
Navy and Volunteers,” the chairman remarked 
that should the latter force ever be wanted to | 
take active service, he felt sure they would fight 
as well as all English soldiers. 

In reply to this toast, Mr. G. F. McCorquodale 
mentioned the fact of his having commanded a 
corps formed entirely of the trade in Liverpool, 
and also expressed his opinion that the volun- 
teers would be willing and proud, should occa- 
sion call for it, to fight for their Queen and coun- 
try. (Cheers.) 

The Chairman then gave the toast of the 
evening, ‘‘ Prosperity to the Stationers and 
Paper Manufacturers’ Provident Society.” He 


remarked “that the Society was founded in | 


1840. But what changes had taken place since 
then! At that time the stationery trade was 
quite an insignificant trade. I remember the | 
time when a stationer in London was esteemed | 


a very great man if he turned over from £4,000 | 


to £5,000 per month. His business was thought | 
to be a very tidy concern. But now, how many 
did this and even quadrupled, and more than 
thissum. (Hear.) I attribute all these wonder- 
ful changes to several causes. Perhaps the gen- 
eral prosperity of the country had had very | 
much to do with it. The removal of the duty 
upon paper had also effected much, The re- 
moval of the stamp and advertisement 
duty had greatly facilitated the spread of 
newspapers. I remember many years ago 
seeing an extraordinary thing in Glasgow. I | 
was in the Courier office there and some one 
came into the office foracopy. There was not 
a copy left, but the customer was asked to wait, 
and the office clerk just went upstairs and pulled 
a proof copy and brought it down quite wet for 
his customer. (Laughter.) Another great mat- 
ter was the working of the penny postage scheme, 
and I need not remind you that only on Satur- 
day last H.R.H. the Prince of Wales unveiled 
a statue to Sir Rowland Hill. (Cheers.) The 
penny postage had effected marvelous changes. 
I remember when there used to be some difficulty 
in seeing a newspaper in the country. It went 
round and round for everybody to get a look at. 
Now look at the fact of getting a newspaper 
every morning by post. I also remember, many 
years ago, I was traveling on the Newcastle and 
Carlisle Railway, with a commercial traveler, 
just after the introduction of the penny postage, 
and showed him a letter I was sending to my 
principals. He said, ‘Surely, you don’t think 
that anybody will pay for that letter.” You 
must know that then receivers paid the postage, | 
whereas now the sendersalwayspay. I can also 
distinctly recollect the introduction of envelopes.
